REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/8/2003 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 

granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 5,188,960 has 

been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Upon reconsideration, it is clear that proteolytic cleavage of B. t. protoxinsin the insect 

gut was known to yield toxic core fragments; thus, there appears little reason to question that the 

insecticidally active fragments could be obtained from the specific toxin of SEQ ID NO: 8.
